The demonstration had 
called for 150 unionists and a 
flotilla of 25 fishing boats in 
Inner Harlxir.

gel answers.

Bennett had said he could not 
answer because he was not a 
member of the Hydro board 
of directors. The members 
had been told to ask the two 
directors under their votes.

Archbishop 
Sexton 
Dies at 83 


Most Rav. Harold Sexton, retired Anglican 
Archbishop of British Columbia, collapsed 
and died Wednesday at his home, 3905 Scol- 
tm Road, in Cadborb Bay. 

His health had nut been good recently, but 
his .death came aa a shock to his host of 
friend*. 

Just last month a rare tribute — a stained 
glass windows including his portrait — was 
dedicated by Bishop Roy Gartrell in Christ 
Church Cathedral. 

Victoria will be just a little btt\ duller 
without the archbishop’s writ snd warmth. 

He waa never afraid to face a controver¬ 
sial issue. He was unhappy about the Viet¬ 
nam war and said so. Before they were 
changed, he said Canada had the worst di¬ 
vorce laws In the world. 

He liked a drink and once suggested It 
would be a good idea to open ban on Sunday. 
In an interview Just five years ago. he 
said he fek he was ‘ largely responsible for 
getting our antiquated liquor laws changed. 
Liquor is the same as anything else — if you 
abuse it, you get In trouble.” 

Throughout his long years in this province 
Harold Sexton was in the forefront of ail dev¬ 
elopments, work, and discussion involving 
the Anglican church and its members. 

One of tiie early proponents of church 
ecumenism, he worked especially hard for 
establishment of s closer relationship be¬ 
tween the Anglican and Roman Catholic 
churchej. 

For a time he worked with Bishop Reml

Gift Horses May Hide Big Tax Bite 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
B.C. branch of the Canadian 
Bar Association Wednesday 
Issued a warning to B.C. citi¬ 
zens to jise extreme *^care in 
making gifts or charitable do¬ 
nations. 

The chairman of the 
branch’s taxation committee, 
John G. Smith of Vancouver. 


“The new Gift Tax Act in¬ 
troduced by the minister of fi¬ 
nance and passed by the Le¬ 
gislature Monday gives the 
provincial government the 
power to tax charity. 

"Gifts to any charity, no 
matter howjworthy, no matter 
how local. 4 b be subjected to 
a tax of 15 to 50 per cent. So 
can gifts between members of 


the same family, although 
there is an exemption of 
12,000 tor gifts to individuals 
and 110,000 a year tor gifO^je- 
tween husbands and wives.” 

Smith said the public must 
be warned that this tax can 
seriously endanger the plans 
of all charitable organiza¬ 
tions. 

“It also deters individuals 


wishing to make charitable 
donations of any size. 

“National and International 
charities, educational trusts 
— in fact any trust, building 
funds for charitable or educa¬ 
tional purposes — gifts to all 
of these will be taxable.” 

Smith said the requirement 
that every gift must be the 
subject of a report to the gov¬ 


ernment is impracticable with 
respect to small family and 
charitable gifts. 

"Yet a $10-a-day fine for not 
reporting has been es¬ 
tablished and can be assessed 
by the provincial minister of 
finance. There are no excep¬ 
tions and no minimums that 
are exempt from reporting.” 
he said. 


“That is a law that is wl 
open to the abuse of harai 
ment and accordingly is b 
law.”

191*. 

Prom 1918 to 1919 he was s chaplain with 
the Australian Imperial Forres in the First 
World War. and remained an honorary chap¬ 
lain to the forces until 1935. 

Returning to Australia he was vicar of St. 
Martin's church, Hawksbum, Melbourne, 


from 1130 In 1133. and for a year following 
that was a preacher for the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel. 

Prom 1935 to 1937 ho was curate of St 
Margaret's, Westminster, then until 188 was 
vicar of AH Saints. Upper Norwood. 

Hie call to Canada came in 1935. when he 
was named bishop coadjutor of British Co¬ 
lumbia, and here he wee to serve his church 
end its people for more than 33 years, until 
his retirement In December. 19*8. 

In 1938 he was elected bishop of the Van¬ 
couver Island dtoces# of British Columbia, 
and in 1953 metropolitan of British Columbia, 
with as archdiocese that Included all of this 
province end the Yukon Territories. 

On Jen. 11, 1922, Sexton married Mery 
Hndgman, daughter of Mrs. H. A. Tyree of 
Toorak, Victoria. Australia, who survives. 
They were married In All Saints Church. St. 
Hilda, Melbourne. There were no children. 

The couple quietly celebrated their 50th 
anniversary lest January. 

Funeral arrangements will he announced 
by Bisbjp Gartrell. 


Wise Precaution

Dear Dr. Thoateson: May I 
have some Information on 
menopause or ‘‘change of 
life?” Can a woman go 
through' this without medica¬ 
tion? I am nearly 41 and 
atartlng irregularity of the 
menstrual cycle: Spotting, 
starting and stopping, then a 
late period. Is it necessary to 
take "the pill” to regulate the 
cycle, or hormone shots right 
away? 

If a woman knows that this 
Is beginning of the change, 
can she avoid the above men¬ 
tioned and still be healthy? I 
also have piles. Would this be 
worsened by use of "ths 
pill?” - G.C. 

The symptoms you list are 
compatible with the beginning 
of menopause, and so is your 
age. But it Is wise, just the 
same to have your doctor ex¬ 
amine you as a precaution 
against any other health prob¬ 
lem developing, masked by 
the menopause symptoms. It

can happen, and it is no more 
than good sense to be safe 
rather than sorry. 

I see no point to taking the 
pill, or any other medication 
to try to "regulate” the 
period at this stage of the 
game when Instability of the 
period is to be expected. In¬ 
deed. some gynecologists de¬ 
liberately take their patients 
off the pill at this time. They 
can keep better track of the 
patient's progress if the pill 
isn’t interfering. (I trust that 
there is no other reason, 
which you may not have told 
me, that would call for the 
pill or similar medication.) 


Generally speaking, my an¬ 
swer Is the same as regards 

starting hormones now. Some 
physicians favor this. Others 
don’t. My attitude is. why 
start hormones unlee* or 
until hot flashes or other 
symptoms require treatment 
to keep a woman more com¬ 
fortable? 

I am puzzled by what you 
mean when you say "avoid 
the above mentioned and still 
be healthy." unlens you mean 
avoiding medication entirely. 

It Is a matter of comfort 
rather than health; the meno¬ 
pause itself is a natural phase 
In every woman's life and 
does not represent illness. It 
can be accompanied by um 
pleasant symptoms (hot 
flashes, jitters, nerves, emo¬ 
tional outbursts i which vary 
considerably from one woman 
to another. Medication. I 
would say. depends on how 
disturbed the patient is by the 
symptoms.

Turkish Kidnapping* 


Sentenced Guerrillas 
Alive Until Tuesday

execution of three Turkish

Law, 25. Charles Turner, 45, 
and Gordon Banner. 35 — con¬ 
tinued. 

Law was born in Quebec 
City. His sister, Moira Law, is 
a nurse in Ottawa, and his 
great-uncle is Louis Audette, 
chairman of the Canadian tar¬ 
iff board. 

Law, who left Canada at an 
early age, has been back for 
visits every year, the sister 
said. He is a telecommunica¬ 
tion* technician employed by 
Cable and Wireless, a private 
British firm. 

Interior Minister Ferit 
Kubat. personally directing 
the hunt, reported that the 
kidnappers and their prison¬ 
ers were seen Monday, the 
day after the Britons were 
seized in Unye on the Black 
Sea coast.

To Go Ahead

COl- 
lefe of the Pactfk* hi expected to open itu^ttoor* in 
the fall of 1973. Apparently Lord Loui* Mount bat 
ten, ana of the Influential leaders of the interna 
tional group sponsoring the idea, Is enthusiastic 
about a site at Pedder Bay where department of 
defence properly adjoins privately-owned land 
available. Ottawa, perhaps, will take a generous 
course and provide whatever the college requires in 
space for expansion. 

A gift of a few acres in such a cause is readily 
justified, particularly when it involves defence de 
pertinent property, because the World College 
movement’s first objective is a contribution to 
peace through better International and interracial 
understanding. 

A party of sHe-seekcr* flew over a number of 
properties Tuesday, and from its reaction Pedder 
Bay appears to be it* choice. People familiar with 
the area will agree that as a base for sea rescue 
operations, forest firefighting, scuba diving for res 
cue and research, and possible ski patrols no better 
could be selected. These activities are all to be a 
part of the college program, designed In the belief 


that humanitarian service brings sympathy, trust 
and mutual respect to the participants. 

The *ea and cliff rescue work which is a part 
of the curriculum of the original College of the 
Atlantic in Wales has proved the effectiveness of 
such a concept. 

The word is that the Canadian and American 
director* of the school will meet In Vancouver 
«orre time i*ext month to make their decision on a 
site. After that the way will be open for a start of 
construction in early summer, with architects al¬ 
ready engaged in preparation of a master plan for 
submission at the end of May.

Shouting to Be Heard 


TT COULD BE THE WORM LS TURNING. And 
1 not too soon, perhaps, although an attack on 
the "Permissive Society" recently levelled by a 
high court judge in England may be considered 
somewhat strong, even overly. 

The words of the Judge, a Mr. Justice Me- 
garrv. spoken to the British Institute of Legal Ex¬ 
ecutives, are given prominence in The Times of 
London. 

He was answering a criticism sometimes heard 
In this part of the world, too. that Judges are out of 
touch wtth the way things are In modem society. 

The Judge accepted that there were aspects of 
life In which members of his profession did not par¬ 
ticipate. "I don’t think they go to drug taking par¬ 
ties and I have never heard of them taking part in 
sit-ins and peaceful picketing, strikes, queer¬ 
bashing expeditions, ton-up rambles, putting in-the 
boot forays, or using four-letter words in public." 

To that extent. Judges were out of touch with 
the world in not having any practical experience of 
some "Permissive Society" activities. 

It was from that point he launched his assault 
on permissiveness which, he said, could miin ;i go* 
ciety in which everyone could do as he wished if he 
did not interfere with the right* of others. 

But it was not working out that way. It was 


becoming a one-way society "in which each claims 
the right to do what he wants whatever the 
distress or injury to others, or the burden they 
have to bear." 

Permtasionista were now saying: "I renounce 
this wicked world and all its evil works, but It owes 
me a living in idleness while I do pty thing, and it 
must give me all its benefits ... whatever I want to 
do is right however much It injures or offends 
others ... everyone In authority Is corrupt, dis¬ 
honest, or selfish; we alone are pure ... If anyone 
in authority seems to be kind or fair to you, re¬ 
member that he is acting not from humanity or 
justice but from fear and a guilty conscience ... if 
we are not given what we want we are entitled to 
take it The guilty are those from whom we take 
for their selfishnesss in having it.. 

There were other words of extreme bitterness, 
too, all along the same line, and the fact that there 
Is justification for some of the harshness shown is 
iXHind to bring intd the open more plain speaking. 

Such attack* cannot gp unnoticed by the per- 
mMontots, not even the most rabid of the anti-es¬ 
tablishment faction. And it is not too much to hope 
that, in mulling over the other person’s views, 
there could be a surfacing of at least a semblance 
of self honesty. In which case there could very well 
be a levelling off in the freedom thing.

For having concen¬ 
trated practically all federal 
political power In his own 
hands, re-election of a solid 
Trudeau majority in the Com¬ 
mons depends primarily on 
his personal popularity.

tions. 

On the other hand he has to 
bear in mind a host of other 
factors, and assess the proba¬ 
ble impact of their combined 
effect on the electorate if he 
were to wait until fall, or per¬ 
haps even next spring. For 
postponement of the election 
would only make sense from 
Trudeau’s point of view if he 
could reasonably expect re¬ 
covery of the lost ground, or 
at least a good portion of it. 

In this esoteric field the 
odds are still against post¬ 
ponement. for it s too late 
now for the government to 
start tinkering with Its win¬ 
dow dressing economic pro¬ 


gram that has been eleariy 
geared to a spring election 
The btiUon dollars make work 
program is calculated to pro¬ 
duce dramatic reductions of 
unemployment rates in April, 
May and June, never mind 
wh.it happens when the tem¬ 
porary jobs come to an end.

To stretch the illusion of a 
sharp economic upturn would 
be fantastically costly and 
per (taps politically counter¬ 
productive to boot, for many 
people, appalled by the UP 
program, are already begin¬ 
ning to see the wastefulness of 
thr scheme. 

So the prime minister it 
wrestling with a jinxed dilem¬ 
ma. He has four more weeks 
for pondering the pros and 
con* *or the last day on which 
he can call a June election la 
April 28. This leaves room for 
incorporation of the outcome 
of President Nixon’s mid- 
April visit in the decision.

Willy Brandt’s Uncertain Future 


D EMOCRACY is the worst 
possible form of govern¬ 
ment except ail the others. 
Winston Churchill once said. 
In Germany, where democra¬ 
cy is a new and rather tender 
plant, a test is Just ahead so 
momentous that the conse¬ 
quences can hardly lie exag¬ 
gerated. 

The treaties with the East, 
designed to ease tensions with 
Moscow and Warsaw, will be 
before the parliament for rati¬ 
fication next month. Long and 
painstaking negotiation by 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and 
the able younger men around 
him was aimed at breaking 
the stalemate out of the cold 
war. It was a recognition that 
the prewar past and the ter¬ 
ritories lost when the Nazi 
armies were defeated could 
never be restored. 

★ ★ ★ 

Today there is a real threat 
that the treaties will be rejec¬ 
ted as the slender majority of 
the coalition of Social Demo¬ 
crats and Free Democrats is 
chipped away. Linked to ratifi¬ 
cation Is the agreement be¬ 
tween East and West Ger¬ 
many giving Berliners a 
status they have never had

before. Hie whole structure 
put together with so much pa¬ 
tient persistence could come 
crashing down. -__ 

One casualty in the general 
ruin might be the strategic 
arms limitation agreement on 
which the Nixon administra¬ 
tion has put such a high 
stake. The present masters of 
the Kremlin. Leonid Brezhnev 
and Alexei Kosygin, are iden¬ 
tified with the treaties and the 
thaw between East and West. 
It is a safe assumption that 
they have hard-line opponents 
who, If their policy should 
fail, would be ready to move 
in. 

★ ★ ★ 

The reaction in the United 
States would be sharp. While 
the demand for cutting back 
the 250,000 American troops in 
Germany has subsided, with 
the hope of mutual agreed re¬ 
duction by the two sides. It 
would be given a new force 
with proof that the Germans 
were bent on keeping alive 
the old hatreds and the old 
drive to restore the past. 

Americans simply will not 


underwrite a new cold war to 
gratify German ambitions. It 
is little more than 25 years 
since the smoke stopped rifl¬ 
ing (rom the gas .ovens at 
Auschwitz and Belsen. The 
memory of that prolonged 
horror has not been wijied 
out. 

This is something the Chris¬ 
tian Democrats, bent on bring¬ 
ing down the Brandt govern¬ 
ment in a good old lustful 
power struggle, apparently 
fail to realize. Cutting back 
American troop strength as 
one way to relieve the pres¬ 
sure on the dollar would look 
very attractive. 

The process of ratification 
is complicated. In the first in¬ 
stance the lower house, the 
Bundestag, can ratify with a 
simple majority. But then if 
the upper house, the Bim- 
desrat, voted in the negative, 
the treaties must receive in 
the Bundestag an outright 
majority of 249. • 

That would mean for the 
Brandt government squeaking 
by with a one-vote margin. As 
the chipping process con¬ 


tinues and something like 
I>anic seizes tlie Free Demo¬ 
crat partners in the coalition, 
this is teetering on the abyss. 

Brandt’s position is compli¬ 
cated by the rise in inflation 
and the threat of unemploy¬ 
ment. Vote**- -complain that 
many of the promises he 
rfiade in the election cam¬ 
paign in 1969 for internal re¬ 
forms have not been carried 
out. This has been due to cir¬ 
cumstances largely beyond 
the chancellor’s control. 

★ ★ ★ 

Should the treaties be re¬ 
jected, Brandt would dissolve 
the parliament on a vote of no 
confidence and elections 
would be held in 60 days. The 
Social Democrats might get a 
majority, according to 
present indicators. The dam¬ 
age. however, would have 
been done, with all those 
hopeful of restoring the past 
happy to lee the door 
slammed. 

For the whole world the sig¬ 
nal would be loud and clear. 
The Germans were on the- 
march again, as so often be¬ 
fore with such terrible conse¬ 
quences for humantiy.

M OST federal politicians on 
the hustings today, while 
talking with their constituents 
or would-be constituents, are 
finding a real concern for 
many of the claaaical econom¬ 
ic issues unemployment, in¬ 
flation. strikes and so on. But. 
at this particular time, one 
issue, call it a sleeper if you 
will, is confronting every can¬ 
didate or federal MP as he 
makes his rounds. The issue 
is the delivery of medical and 
health care services." 

Suppose you come to a town 
where the people are starving 
and you want to help them? It 
happens that you are wealthy, 
that you have enough money 
for every {terson in town. 
What do you do? Of course, 
you give them all money. But 
it doesn’t do any good for 
there's no food available for 
them to buy, and they keep on 
starving.

Absurd? Yes. But the 
paralled is frighteningly close 
to the present organization of 
medical and health services 
in Canada. Money has been 
voted and put into people’s 
|x>ckets for services that just 
aren’t there. Before medicare 
officially came into being, 
every provincial report, in¬ 
cluding the Castonguay report 
in Quebec and the report on 
the healing arts in Ontario, 
stated time and time again 
that the advent of medicare 
would errate a huge new de¬ 
mand Tor medical and health 
care services. The same re- 
jwrts repeated the necessity 
for governments to make 
ready the olant and personnel 
to meet this new demand, to 
make ready more nurses, 
more doctors, more clinics, 
more paramedical workers, 
and hospital beds in order to 
fill the gap. 

Canada’s total health .bill in 
. 1960 was 11.75 billion. The 
same bill rose to 54.2 billion 
by 1968. Medicare expendi¬ 
tures explain most of this 
rise. Governments have ad¬ 
vocated and carried out a pol¬ 
icy of income supplemen¬ 
tation by putting money into 
people’s pockets to buy medi¬ 
cal and health care services. 
As minister of health and wel¬ 
fare. Judy Lamarsh recog¬ 
nized that the services were 
not there to meet the new 
demands to be brought on by 
medicare and she told me as 
early as 1965, with some Jus¬ 
tification. that if government 
waited for the services to be 
ready, it would wait forever 
and a day. 

The federal government’s

Health Resources Fund was 
created in 1966, partly in rec¬ 
ognition of the necessity to 
increase the plant and person¬ 
nel with the advent of medi- 
carr. The fund was to provide 
money to meet capital coats in 
the "construction, renovation, 
acquiring and equiping of 
health training and research 
facilities." Five hundred mil¬ 
lion dollars was made avail¬ 
able for a period of fifteen 
years. 

In December 1967, thing* 
got off to a bad start. Finance 
Minister Sharp asked to limit 
the fund for the next fiscal 
year to 540 million. Actually 
only 537.5 million was ap¬ 
proved. The same sort of limi¬ 
tation applied to the fiscal 
year 1969-1970. The results 
were many provinces, includ¬ 
ing Ontario, cut back on plans 
to increase and expand health 
training and research centres 
in order to meet new de¬ 
mands brought on by medi¬ 
care. In eight years we have 
spent an increased $3 billion 
dollars annually in the medi¬ 
cal and health care field. 
Ninety per cent of the in¬ 
crease has gone into medicare 
expenditures. Next to nothing 
has been voted to make ready 
the plant and personnel. 

★ ★ ★ 

The lunacy of this approach 
is there for all to see. We are 
running out of doctors at an 
alarming rate. The disappear¬ 
ing general practitioner is not 
being replaced by highly 
trained paramedical workers. 
This moans older people and 
low income people who lack 
mobility often receive no ser¬ 


vices at all. This Is particu¬ 
larly true of the inner-cor* 
areas of our cities and many 
rural counties. Rural counties 
that had five and six full time 
doctors ten years ago, now 
have none. Doctors have been 
drawn into the hospital envi¬ 
ronment. 

We were told, with the ad¬ 
vent of medicare, that our 
hospitals would become re¬ 
gional centres for medical 
and health care services, that 
they would become responsi¬ 
ble for the health care needs, 
including preventative mea¬ 
sures. for the communities for 
which they are responsible. 
This meant the establishment 
of local and regional clinics 
outside the hospital area and 
the deployment of parame¬ 
dical workers into rural and 
low income area* where doc¬ 
tors don’t go now. 

★ ★ * 

If doctors won’t make house 
calls, family health workers 
should, but there are hardly 
any. and the result is no ser¬ 
vices for the old and "low* in¬ 
come" people. Billions, not 
millions, of public dollars are 
being poured wmstefully down 
the drain. People are dead 
who should be living. Others 
are sick who should be well. 
Government* have voted 
money for services that are 
not there. Until they face up 
to their responsibilities In 
making ready the plant and 
personnel. medicare will 
merely remain, for many, a 
finance mechanism, a "cruel 
hoax." The electors are mad 
about this. Any federal politi¬ 
cian currently in touch with 
the people is being told about 
It.

On the face of It the In¬ 
definitely proroguing of Stor¬ 
mont does not involve too 
much of a switch. In fact, it is 
highly complicated to detail. 
The Royal Ulster Coo- 
stabulary, for example, 
ceases to exist in law and 
becomes just another arm of 
the British police force; and 
in Ulster this is like re-writing 
a chapter instead of a line. 

Over the years there were 
many, sometimes bitter, com¬ 
plaints from Unionists about 
the smallness of the powers of 
Stormont particularly relat¬ 
ing to finance. But clearly the 


powera were sufficient unto 
the cardinal purpose of the 
Unionist party and they were 
used to good effect. 

When Sir James Craig. 
Northern Ireland's first prims 
minister, spoke to the 1490s to 
a “Protestan parliament . . . 
a Protestant government tor a 
Protestant people", he was 
only underlining the main 
theme. 

The importance of Stormont 
to the whole Northern Ireland 
debate was heard even before 
the province came into exis¬ 
tence. 

On March 29, 1920, during 
the debate in the House of 
Commons (Westminster) on 
the Government of Ireland 
Bill. Captain Charles Oaig,

The Act of 1920 wa> op- 
posed, boycotted and violently 
resisted by the south. The hos¬ 
tilities were abated only by 
the treaty of Dece m ber 1121 
between repre s entatives of 
Sinn Fein and the British gov¬ 
ernment The vexed question 
of partition was inevitably 
raised by the Irish who bitter¬ 
ly opposed it 

During the discussions 
Prime Minister Lloyd George 
took what appears to be Brit¬ 
ish agreement with the Irish 
to the Ulster prime minister. 
Sir James Craig, to a 
number of letters. On No¬ 
vember 10. 1921 he wro te say¬ 
ing unity of Ireland and a tin¬ 
gle Irish parliament was 
one of four main principles of 

settlement. 


On November 14. he said of 
the frontier that it was baaed 
"neither upon natural fea¬ 
tures nor broad geographical 
considerations . . . partition 
on these lines the majority of 
the Irish people will never ac¬ 
cept, nor could we conscien¬ 
tiously attempt to enforce it." 

But Sir James ("not 
inch”) Craig and hit cabinet 
sat right an Westminster's 
own Act of 1920. Replying to 
Lloyd George’s letter of No¬ 
vember 10, he wrote : 

"As a final settlement and 
supreme sacrifice in the ini 
ests of peace the Government 
of Ireland Act 1920. was ac¬ 
cepted by Northern Ireland, 
although not asked for by her 
representatives." 

That, the Act itself made 
sure, was that: and there was 
nothing London or Dublin 
could do about it. The object 
of that "supreme sacrifice" Is 
still there even though Stor¬ 
mont has been prorogued. 



Who’s To Lead Protestants 

Choice Lies Between T hree Formidable Figures

With direct rule from 
Westminster a reality in 
Northern Ireland, Ulster¬ 
men are bracing for 
tense times, particularly 
during the Easter seas¬ 
on. 

For Northern Ireland’s 
Roman Catholic minority. 
Easter revives memories of 
the anti-British rebellion of 
April, 1916, in Dublin. That 
was a key event in the es¬ 
tablishment of the present 
Irish republic in the south. 

The same memories rouse 
nothing but indignation and 
worry among Northern Ire¬ 
land Protestants, brooding 
over the dismantling of their 
Stormont parliament.

. In “ (his atmosphere of 
heightened mutual suspicion, 
Ulster’s politics have been 
plunged into disarray, with 
former prime minister Brian 
Faulkner currently the leader 
of a party without a parlia¬ 
ment. 

The result Is that top per¬ 
sonalities of the Protestant 
community find themselves 
Jockeying for position in an 
unpredictable political situa- 
tion. 

At stake is the future lead¬ 
ership of Protestant Ulster¬ 
men. Three formidable fig¬ 
ures rank as contenders for 
the position of prime influ¬ 
ence. 

The man with a head start 
Is Faulkner. Already moves 
are being made by some 
members of the Unionist 
party to provide him with a 
seat in the Westminster par¬ 
liament.

It is clear, however, that 
Faulkner isn't prepared to go 
as far as Craig in resisting 
direct government from Lon¬ 
don for the troubled six coun¬ 
ties. 

As an Inveterate hardliner, 
Craig majr at this moment re¬ 
flect the mood of Protestant 
disgust more closely than 
does Faulkner. The Vanguard 
movement’s success in ita call 
for strikes and rallies testifies 
to Craig’s continuing — and 
possibly growing — influence. 


But Stratton Mills, i 
Ulster MP in London who 
wants Faulkner in the West¬ 
minster Commons, Insists 
that the Vanguard leader is a 
political "flash in the pan" 
who will eventually lose out to 
the former prime minister In 
Northern Ireland’s popularity 
stakes. 

At the same time there is a 
powerful third man in the pic¬ 
ture — Rev. Ian Paisley. 

Once branded a dangerous 
extremist by his opponents 
and now praised by former 
enemies as a moderating in¬ 
fluence, Paisley has den¬ 
ounced Craig as an advocate 
of folly. 

★ ★ ★ 

Such declarations may have 
Isolated Paisley somewhat 
from the main body of Ulster 
Protestant opinion for the 
time being. 

But he has won increased 
influence among top British 
politicians — now ostensibly 
key figures in formulating 
Northern Ireland’s fate — and 
may be counting on a swing 
of Protestant opinion away 
from its present anger to¬ 
wards acquiescence in the 
possibly permanent disap¬ 
pearance of Stormont.

Parents 

Decline 


OTTAWA (CP) - Substan- 
tially fewer heads of families 
suffered from unemployment 
in January this year, in pro¬ 
portion to the total unem¬ 
ployed, than they did either 
five or 10 years ago. Statistics 
Canada reported Wednesday. 

The statistics bureau re¬ 
ported that in January this 
year. 37 per cent of the 665,000 
estimated as unemployed 
were heads of familiies. In 
1966. the comparable figure 
was 41 per cent, and in. 1£61, 
it was 46 per cent. 

Offsetting this decline over 
the 10-year period were 
higher numbers of enem- 
ployed workers who were sin¬ 
gle sons or daughters, or 
other relatives of the family 
heads — or people living 
alone.

house until about two years 
ago, is to be purchased by the 
Victoria Foundation, a non¬ 
profit organization empo- 
wered to handle funds and do¬ 
nations for specific purposes. 

The building now belongs to 
Nelson Scalbania of Van¬ 
couver who has previously in¬ 
dicated he would be willing to 
sell it. 

According to a proposal 
submitted by the executive 
committee at ' Wednesday s 
regular meeting, the Capital 
Regional Board would lease 
12.000 square feet of space on 
the building's two upper floors 
lor S3 a square foot. It is 
proposed the board sign a 10 - 
year lease with a 10 -year re¬ 
newal option. 

At present, the regional 
board-* occupies about 6,000 
square feet at $4.25 a square 
foot in two Bastion Square 
buildings. 

Pollen pointed out that S3 a 
square foot was an extremely 
low rent. He also emphasized 
that the building would be¬ 
come public property if the 
foundation purchased it. 

According to the proposal. 


the foundation would restore 
the building according to the 
regional board’s require¬ 
ments. 

Scalbania hasn’t said how 
much he want* for the build- 
i but a figure of more than 
$100,000 has been mentioned 
oy regional board officials. 
Estimates for the building s 
complete restoration to con¬ 
temporary use range from 
$175,000 to $200,000 
The main floor is intended 
for shops. 

The building was construct¬ 
ed about 1882 by Simon 
Leiser, a prominent Victoria 
tobacco, liquor and clothing 
wholesaler. Leiser. a German 
Jew who came to Canada 
i« I Hint 1880, built the structure 
"to last forever.’* according 
to Pollen. 

In other business, the re¬ 
gional board decided to apply 
to the provincial governments 
for letters patent that would 
enable the regionalization of 
gartiage disposal. 

Although there are no plans 
to assume that function in the 
immediate future, the board 
wants to be in a position to do 
so u'hen the time comes.

Sproute-Jon** art op the 
study so that his figure* were 
statistically accurate fc> with¬ 
in two per cent The report, 
which will be avattahte ter 
study by Saanich aldermen 
Monday. confirms the 
mayor’s Initial analysis that 
voter turnout in Saanich mu¬ 
nicipal election* Is traditional¬ 
ly low. Tha average turn-out 
of eligible voters between 1961 
and 1981 was 26 88 per cent. 

Sproule-Jone* said: ’’Not 
only does Saanich have low 
turnout rates In absolute 
terms, but also compared to 
other cities and municipalities 
in Canada and abroad, its 
turnout rates are low ” 

A 1957 survey in 122 Canadi¬ 
an « itiet and towns slajwed an 
average turnout of 38.3 pei 
cent. But the other Greater 
Victoria munlcipalitlea don’t 
set a shining example. 

Mayor Cnoppo*ed 
In the 1969 municipal elec¬ 
tion. when Curtis was re¬ 
turned unopposed In Saanich, 
the voters responded with 23.7 
I*er cent turnout. In Victoria, 
the same year, there was a 
ntrongly contested race for 
mayor and 54.6 per cent of the 
voters turned out. The same 
conditions prevailed in Oak 
Bay and 55.1 per cent turned 
not. 

But. In 1968 and 1970 when 
the mayor s office was not in 
contention in either Oak Bay 
or Victoria the results were 
disappointing. (See box on 
left > 

The survey shows the ma¬ 
jority of Saanich residents 
were either born on the 
Prairies or in Great Britain. 
The figures also show that 
34.9 per cent were bom in Al¬ 
berta, Saskatchewan, or Man¬ 
itoba, and 18.3 per cent in the 
United Kingdom. 

Only 13.8 per cent of the 
sample have moved to Saan¬ 
ich from other Victoria areas. 
The rest of British Columbia 
accounts for 11.9 per cent. On¬ 
tario for 6.4 p*»r cent, the 
United States for 4.6 |>er cent 
and 10.1 per cent come from 
other parts of Canada and the 
world in general. 


99 per cent of those 
surveyed felt Saanich is a 
good or fairly guud communi¬ 
ty to live In. «*r 94 per cent 
left that the government of 
Saanich is doing its Job well 
or reasonably well, and over 
•l per cent said they believe 
that municipal service in 
their particular area of Saan¬ 
ich are as guud or tetter than 
the sendees in other t*rts of 
the municipality 

The survey* al * 0 shows that 
the overwhelming majority 
of those polled, 81.7 per cent. 
(Veil beketg to any organiza¬ 
tion that sometimes takes a 
•land on housing, better gov ¬ 
ernment. school problem*, or 
other public Issues. 

They also stay awsiy tn 
droves from pniiUcai meet 
mg* Of thoa* surveyed. 68 8 
per cent said they vs not at¬ 
tended any kind of political 
meeting in the last four years, 
end 63 3 per cant have never 
written to or talked to a mu¬ 
nicipal official. 

Fw Contribution* 

It would also appear from 
the survey that municipal of¬ 
fice seekers in Saanich have 
to foot their own campaign 
bill*. Of the sampling. 99.1 per 
cent said they had never con¬ 
tributed money to a candidate 
for local office. 

On the credit side. Sproule- 
.Tones found the Saanich elec¬ 
torate "he» a strong concep¬ 
tion of the problems and 
issues currently facing the 
municipality. * 

He found that two-thirds of 
the voters "frequently read 
all the articles on Saanich 
municipal affairs In the local 
press, while 40.4 per cent fre¬ 
quently discuss public Issues 
and another 48.6 per cent oc¬ 
casionally discuss public 
issues with their friends *' 

The study shows that sex is 
a factor In that men are mors 
likely to vote than women, 
and that person* in the higher 
monthly income bracket are 
more likely to turn out. 

Most I n usual 

Oddly enough, persons who 
have completed fewer years 
of school were more likely to 
turn out than those w1h> had 
completed more years of edu¬ 
cation. 

Sproule-Jone* found this ed¬ 
ucational element "most un¬ 
usual."

The survey result* might 
serve as a political primer lor 
candidates tor municipal of¬ 
fice because the Saanich voter 
profile shows that pollution 
problems are considered to be 
the overwhelming municipal 
issue in Saanich. 

More than 45 |>er cent of 
those sampled considered it 
the most single important is¬ 
sue. Municipal development 
was rated most important by 
16 per cent, taxes most impor¬ 
tant by 10 per cent, and ad- 
ministration problems 
equalled the "don’t knows” at 
6.4 per cent 

Sproule-Jones has also con¬ 
cluded that it’* the es¬ 
tablished residents who vote. 
His interpretation shows that 
a 20-year resident of Saanich 
is far more likely to cast a 
ballot than a new comer of only 
five years residence In the 
municipality. 

One of the questions asked 
when the survey was conduct¬ 
ed in 1970 was if the survey 
participant had voted In the 
1969 election. He found 50.5 
per cent were convinced that 
they had voted in December 
1969.

1 concur wilh the ptant that 
the "older" voter is more 
likely to turn out. However, 
die younger or "middle-age'’ 
person frequently appears to 
have every honest Intention of 
voting and then becomes oth¬ 
erwise engaged on that partic¬ 
ular day, 

December is. clearly an 
awkward time for elections 
and it is significant that fed¬ 
eral and provincial elections 
are rarely, if ever, held in the - 
tew frantic weeks before 
CfTristmus. Last year it was 
just two weeks, exactly. t»e- 
tween civic election day and 
Christmas Day. 

Sometime, hopefully soon, 
common sense will prevail 
and the provincial govern¬ 
ment will move the date to 
late October or early No¬ 
vember. The Increase in voter 
turnout may not he dramatic 
but such a move cannot help 
but assist. 

I agree completely with 
Sproule-Jones regarding 
"ease of voting." In many re¬ 
spects our present municipal 
system as set out in provin¬ 
cial law — is archaic, particu- 
iarly with regard to so-called 
tenant electors. It make* no 
sense for them to have to go 
through the complicated 
process of registering a* early 
as September. It certainly 
makes them feel "second- 
class” citizens.

about data processing, but it’ 
seems to me that a highly 
technical nation such as Cana¬ 
da could introduce a single 
voters’ list for the whole 
country, using computer sys¬ 
tems. From this list it would 
be very easy to "break out” 
voting categories for such 
units as province, city, region, 
etc. 

Enumeration would be car¬ 
ried out on a regular basis to 
keep the lists up to date and 
such a systematic process 
would eliminate voter duplica¬ 
tion, tampering and the hectic 
rush which occurs prior to 
each major election. The 


voter would then find himself 
free of confusion and concern 
about whether he i« on one 
)i>j or another. 

\\ «•' tolerate complicated 
procedures in voting which 
would not Inst lor more than a 
week in any other routine citi¬ 
zen activity. 

In an urban centre such as 
Saanich, or Victoria, the regu¬ 
lar voter will find himself in a 
variety ot different places de¬ 
pending on what the voting i* 
all about 

Examples In a municipal 
election he may go to the 
nearby church hall. If it is a 
school board referendum, *uch 
as the one par her this month, 
he must go to a school where 
perhaps no other voting I* 
ever held. Provincial and fe¬ 
deral ele«ctions are likely to 
chouse two other places. 

All levels of jurisdiction 
should forget their petty pero- 
gatives and settle on specific 
polling places wliich would 
change only under the most 
unusual circumstances, re¬ 
gardless of the type of elec¬ 
tion underway. 

I find the summary of tlie 
study to be fascinating and I 
hope it will generate thought¬ 
ful review and discussion in 
areas well beyond the bounda¬ 
ries of Saanich. 

I would prefer not to com¬ 
ment on the question of a re¬ 
turn to a ward system at this 
time as I feel I would like to 
study the report in detail 
first.

he would be ahle to mail an 
official challenge form to the 
returning officer. 

If the number of official ( 
challenge* exceeded the ma¬ 
jority of the elected candidate 
then a byelection would be 
called. 

The present $100 criminal 
penalty for voting fraud 
should continue if the tele¬ 
phone system were adopted.

Hockey Step Closer to Football, Baseball 

Playoff Payoff8 


MONTREAL (CP) - Hoc¬ 
key moved e step closer to 
parity with professional foot¬ 
ball and baseball in the mat¬ 
ter of playoff awards Wednes¬ 
day, whan fee National Hoc¬ 
key League announced that 
each player on this year’s 
Stanley Cup-winning team 
will receive $15,000. 

This amount is in addition 
to the award money earned 
for a team’s finish in the final 
regular-season standings — 
$2,500 for a player for first 
place; $1,250 for second; $750 
a player on a third-place 
team; ($500 a man on a fourth- 
place team. 

The league now will distrib¬ 


ute a total of $966,000 in 
playoff and regular-season 
championship awards. 

The new package an¬ 
nounced by league president 
Clarence Campbell shows 
$756,000 set aside for playoff 
award money and $210,000 for 
the order of finish In the 
standings. This is compared 
with a total of $777,000 desig¬ 
nated for both categories last 
year. 

The Increase means each 
player on a Stanley Cup-wln- 
ning team will receive an ad¬ 
ditional $7,500 In award 
money this year. The 
members of the losing team 


each receive $7,500, up $1,500 
from the 1971 scale. 

By comparison, members of 
the winning team in United 
States pro football’s annual 
Super Bowl receive $25,000 
each, while each member of 
baseball's Pittsburgh Pirates 
received an estimated $20,000 
for their 1971 World Series 
win. 

The new money breakdown 
with last years total in brao- 
kets: 

• First-place finish. Stan¬ 


ley Cup winner — $17,500 per 
man, ($10,000) ; 

• Second-place finish Stan¬ 
ley Cup winner - $16,250 

($8,750); 

• Third-place finish Stan¬ 
ley Cup winner — $15,750 

($8,250); 

• Fourth-place finish Stan¬ 
ley Cup winner — $15,500 

($ 8 , 000 ); 

• First-place finish Stanley 
Cup loser - $10,000 ($8,500): 

• Second-plate finish Stan¬ 


ley Cup loser — $8,750 

($7,250); 

• Third-place finish Stan¬ 
ley Cup loser — $8,250 

($6,750); 

• Fourth-place finish Stan¬

The rest of the award 
money remains the same as 
in other years — $3,750 a 
player for the two teams los¬ 
ing In the Cup semi-finals and 
$1,500 for each player on the 
four teams which lose in the 
quarter-finals. 

In all cases, there will be 21 
full units for each team, In¬ 
cluding the regular-season 
championship awards. 


I n his announcement, 
Campbell said the NHL 
owners and the NHL Players’ 
Association had agreed on an 
extension of the current arbi¬ 
tration system through the 
1974-75 season. 

“Since May, 1971, we have 
been negotiating on a total 
package,” he said. “In June, 
1971, we reached broad agree¬ 
ment on the increase for the 
Stanley Cup playoff awards, 
and we have continued to ne¬ 
gotiate the remaining details 
since that time. 

“We are hopeful that we 
can conclude the remaining 
items at the annual June 
meetings,” Campbell said.

Too often, we wish to dis¬ 
claim our privacy because the 
responsibility of owning our¬ 
selves and of holding on to 
our unique internal posses¬ 
sions, seems unnecessary and 
valueless. 

What we become such 
wasteful spendthrifts, heed¬ 
lessly giving away what we 
should be keeping, we are on 
the way to losing more than 
our personal identity. We also 
lose our dignity. 

The great gift — our Inner 
space — creates the human 
need and endows a man with 
the capacity to be himself, for 
the sake of himself. 

This gift need not be jus¬ 
tified on any other grounds. 
Possessing it makes us free 
and creative. Losing it, we 
tamish the bright miracle of 
our human existence. 


This is why we urgently 
need to protect the territory 
of our inner space from in¬ 
vasion or encroachment by 
others. If we do not, we lose 
the inalienable right to our 
own existence, the keen and 
uplifting experience of our¬ 
selves as unique persons. 


Outer space is in the news. 
But inner space — which will 
never make the headlines — 
is man’s most humanizing, 
most precious possession.

Christ’s Rebirth Is Key

The resurrection of Christ ia 
the moat important fact of our 
Christian faith. It w was the 
keynote at apostolic preach¬ 
ing. Without K, Christianity 
would be a worthless hoax. 

One of the greatest Chris¬ 
tiana of all time, the apostle 
Paul, made Christianity, 
“answer with ita very life for 
the literal truth of the resur¬ 
rection of Christ’’. He said. 
“If Christ be not risen, then is 
our preaching vain, and your 
faith Is also vain’'. 

There are three lines of evi¬ 
dence of the resurrection of 
Christ — toe empty tomb, the 
appearances of Christ to men. 
and the effect it had on men 

That the tomb was empty 
was agreed by the enemies 
and friends of Christ alike. As 
to how it became empty there 
are only two puasibie explan¬ 
ations. Either the body was 
stolen, or a supernatural 
event took place - resurrec¬ 
tion. 

If the body was stolen, who 
were the thieves and what 
wn« their motive? The disci¬ 
ples would have been easUy 
prevented had they attempted 
to remove the body. There 
was Roman Imperial guard 
standing on duty outside the 
aealed tomb, just to prevent 
such a contingency. If the 
Jewish authorities or the 
Roman governor had taken 
the bady, then why did they 
not produce it subsequently 
and silence those first Chris¬ 
tian preachers, who were 
•uch an embarrassment to 
them? 

The empty tomb remains a 


silent witness to toe truth that 
“Christ 1s risen.’’ 

Further, what about the 10 
different appearances of the 
risen Christ to men and 
women? He appeared to indi¬ 
viduals, to groups of people 
and to a large crowd of more 
than 300. 

Gould all be liars and will- 
inf to die if need be. to per¬ 
petuate a hoax’ To say they 
all suffered from an hallucin¬ 
ation is both unlikely and uns¬ 
cientific. from the point of 
view of modem peychology. 
People who see “visions” and 
apparitions are normally pre¬ 
disposed by wishful thinking. 
The early disciples of Jesus 
refused to believe that He 
would rise again and ran 
away like eo many scared 
rabbits. 

Similarly, it le sheer libel to 
say that toese disciples were 
common liars. If we expect to 
hear the truth -from toiy 
quarter, It is from the Chris¬ 
tian church, and these men 
and women were its first 
members. They ted the story 
without embellishment and 
their narrative has none of 
the stamp of fancy or fable. 

Next, we must explain the 
volte-face of these people, if 
we deny the resurrection. 
These frightened disciple* be¬ 


came fearless exponents of 
the faith. They came from,be¬ 
hind closed doors, stood on 
“soap boxes” in the city 
which had so recently been 
tbe scene of Jesus’ death, and 
proclaimed that He was alive 
and that they had seen Him 
(Acts 2:14, 3:15). 

The honest conviction and 
forthright courage of these 
disciples most certainly give 
the lie to the “swoop theory”, 
which says that Jesus did not 
really die. A man who had 
suffered the Roman scourge 
and crucifixion, and had then 
been entombed without food, 
water or care for three daya, 
would not revive from uncon¬ 
sciousness to impress men as 
did the risen, vital Christ. 

Perhaps the most signifi¬ 
cant change was in James, 
the brother of our Lord. Dur¬ 
ing Jesus’ lifetime, James, in 
common with the rest of 
Mary’s children, did not be¬ 
lieve his half-brother to be the 
Messiah. (John 7:5 and 1 Co¬ 
rinthians 15 .T>. 

However, so dramatic was 


the change in James as the 
result of his personal and pri¬ 
vate meeting with the risen 
Lord, that he became His de¬ 
voted follower and one of the 
prime movers in the Jerusa¬ 
lem church (Acts 1503). 

Then there was Paul. This 
man, intellectual, matter of 
fact, and hater of the cult cf 
the Nazarenei, was so 
changed by his personal en¬ 
counter with the risen Christ, 
that he became Christianity’s 
greatest exponent. 

In ore of his letters, the 
first to Corinthians, he says in 
effect. “If you don’t believe 
me when 1 say that Jesus roe* 
from the dead, well go and 
ask any of the more than 250 
people still living, who actual¬ 
ly saw Him " 

It ia not that the Christian 
contends merely for the au¬ 
thenticity of the resurrection; 
he goes further and says that 
Christ to alive today. All who 
trust in Him will know His 
companionship and saving 
power in their lives.

Parkaville Early This Century 

Student Ministers Tried 
School of Hard Knocks! 


Student ministers cycled 
from Wellington to Parksvllle 
to hold servioes at the newly- 
built Knox Presbyterian 
Church in 1912. In those days 
the railroad ended at Welling¬ 
ton. 

Services were conducted in 
this way for almost two year* 
when Rev. W. Mills waa ap¬ 
pointed the first ordained mis¬ 
sionary In charge of the 
church. 

Members of the church, 
now Knox United, celebrated 
their 60th anniversary this 
month. Services were con¬ 
ducted by the resident min- 
i 11 e r , Rev. Wellington 
Dormer. Guest speaker was 
Rev. William Van Druten of 
South Burnaby United 
Church, well-known on Van¬ 
couver Island for his work 
with the church and in com¬ 
munity projects. 

Discussions for building the 
church began as early as 
1909, according to a history 
compiled by W. W. C. O'Neill 
of Parksvllle. At that time J. 
Y. McGookin was the Presby¬ 
terian missionary in the dis¬ 
trict. 

A site was given by D. A. 
MacMillan and construction

1912, 
the church waa completed. 

With the Church Union Act 
in 1925 the church became a 
United church but, for tome 
reason or other, the name 
was not officially changed 
until 1930.

The present minister. Rev. 
Wellington Dormer, took the 
charge in July, 1970, moving 
to Parksville from Vulcan, 
Alta.

Bank of Montreal says in its 
latest business review that the 
consumer pattern of expendi¬ 
tures has undergone a 
number of changes during the 
last decade. 

The average consumer is 
younger, better educated and 
supports s smaller family, the 
bank said. 

“In addition there appears 
to be some desire to resist 
materialistic urges and to buy 
products on the basis of func¬ 
tional efficiency — smaller 
tomes, economy-type appli¬ 
ances and bottom-of-the-line 
cars." 

During the last 10-year 
period total personal income 
has risen at an annual 
average rate of 8.4 per cent. 

The gain In Individual fami¬ 
ly incomes has been equally 
impressive, almost doubting 


to about $>,000. and reflecting 
a steady advance in salaries 
and the rapid rise in the 
numbers of working wives. 

Consumer trends between 
1959 ami *1969 show a marked 
reduction in the importance of 
“essential living'' items in the 
oxer-all family tod get. 

Outlays for food, shelter 
and clothing increased by 
about 40 per cent, but their 
relative weight In the average 
family's total annual expendi¬ 
ture decreased to 53 per cent 
in 1969 from 58 per cent in 
1969. 

To a certain extent, said the 
bank, this relative decline 
may be attributed to the fact 
that, as purchasing power ex¬ 
panded, a greater proportion 
of income was available for 
“non-essential'' expenditures, 
such as recreation and travel. 

For example, the percent¬ 
age of the families who owned 
one or more cars Increased to 
80 per cent In 1969 from 63 per 
cent In 1959. 

The bank said that the 
rapid rise in income has al¬ 
lowed greater latitude within 
which to make expenditure 
decisions.

Any student 
who wanted help with a drug 
problem is referred to a psy¬ 
chiatrist. 

Petersen said the “occa¬ 
sional bad trip" crops up 
but that these are a problem 
dealt with at the emergency 
departments of local hospi¬ 
tals. 

Two registered nurses facil¬ 
itate a special noon hour 
walk-in emergency service for 
students who may have colds 
or sore throats that may not 
require a physician's atten¬ 
tion. 

“In this way,” said Peter- 
aen, “we can provide a ser¬ 
vice that lets the student get 
back to classes without hang¬ 
ing about."

Many small communi¬ 
ties throughout British 
Columbia might envy 
the medical services 
available to the Univer¬ 
sity of Victoria’s popula¬ 
tion of 5,000 students. 

The Student Health Service 
is housed in premises ad¬ 
jacent to the residence block 
and can cope with a wide va¬ 
riety of complaints, ranging 
from a simple sore throat to 
exotic tropical diseases. 

The service’s director, Dr. 
John Petersen, and a staff 
of four other general practi¬ 
tioners and two psychiatrists, 
maintain a service that allows 
students to consult a doctor 
every day of the university 
working week. The doctors 
who work on a part-time ro¬ 
tating basis also provide 
emergency service at week- 


One of the most Important 
of these he Is directing at stu¬ 
dents in the education faculty. 

“It would be possible to live 
a reasonable fife without a 
knowledge of biology, chemis¬ 
try, or physics, or many other 
disciplines." said Petersen, 
“but it is quite impossible for 
us to live full lives without 
better communication wtth 
each other and a full under¬ 
standing of our own human 
inter-relationships. - 
“We need to know more 
about our personalities, about 
our sexuality, and about the 
whole quality 0# life.” 

Because education students 
will be involved in dealing 
with children, Petersen be¬ 
lieves this is one of the areas 
that will be more fully devel-

The medical staff examines 
students who wish to take 
part in university athletic ac¬ 
tivities, and will make recom¬ 
mendations on special protec¬ 
tive equipment where neces- 


its campus patients to various 
specialists in Greater Victoria 
when consultations are re¬ 
quired. 

One of the differences from 
conventional general practice 
la that the centre's psychia¬ 
trists will accept students for 
individual dr group therapy on 
referral from the UVic psy¬ 
chology department or the 
student counselling and advi¬ 
sory centre, 

Petersen said, *T would like 
to emphasize the point that 
our records are absolutely 
confidential. They are not 
passed on to anyone In the 
university without the specific 
written consent of the student 
involved.” 

He pointed to a tall buff- 
colored steel cabinet in his 
wood-panelled office, saying 
“The psychiatric records of 
our patients are locked in 
there and even I don’t have a 
key to that and I don't want 
one. 

Only the psychiatrists have 
the key. 

“If we didn't maintain this 
calibre of strict confidence 
and mutual trust we might as 


well close our doors, because 
no student would bother to 

come." 

The building Itself contains 
consulting rooms, comfortably 
furnished facilities for psychi¬ 
atric group therapy, a total of 


with medical consultants at 
other universities, that birth 
control problems, abortion 
counselling, and psychiatric 
help occupy a good deal of 
their time. 

Petersen said, “We Just 
don’t write out prescriptions 
for birth control pills an de¬ 
mand. 

“There are so many factors 
involved that we insist on 
proper consultation before 
writing the prescription. The 
matter of abortion counselling 
is a delicate topic, but we do 
It. 

“We have made It a policy 
of the health centre not to 
have our own staff perform 
abortions for students. We 
refer them to specialists and 
community agencies specializ¬ 
ing in abortion counselling." 


is dealing with the day-to-day 
ailments that beset students, 
in the same way they bother 
our patients in ordinary gen¬ 
eral practice. 

“Our basic position is that 
we are dealing with young 
adults who are probably start¬ 
ing to find their own way In 
the world and our relationship 
with our student patients it on 
an adult-to-adult basis. We are 
In no way parents by proxy to 
the students. 

“We do realize, of course, 
that there are very special cir¬ 
cumstances surrounding our 
medical practice here The 
pressures of university life, 
the developing physical, men¬ 
tal and sexual maturity of 
our student community, and 
also the fact that good 
number are away from home 
all add to a condition of 
stress. There are also the pe¬ 
riodic extreme stresses of 
exam time.” 

Drug problems are not nor¬ 
mally encountered at the 
health centre said Petersen 
because soft drugs “are more 
• way of life" for some stu-. 


sociated with the service for 
11 year* said, 'Thera are 
some aspects of caring for a 
university community which 
offer a real challenge to our 
staff. 

“For example, because of 
the mobility of students dur¬ 
ing the summer and the 
number of students who come 
here from other countries we 
see patient* with tropical dis- 
Kcase* and other problems 
that we wouldn’t normally ex¬ 
pect to encounter In our regu¬ 
lar practice”’ 

Petersen also explained that 
because of the mobility of the 
student population, the health 
centre carries a full medicine 
cabinet of Inoculations for a 
wide variety of complaints 
that may be encountered in 
foreign countries. 

’’Still,” said the medical 
director, “our prime function 


tion and treatment rooms, a 
physiotherapy unit, a kitchen, 
and an area for clerical work 
and record keeping. 

Petersen explained that the 
beds are used to accommo¬ 
date students, often those liv¬ 
ing in campus residences, 
who need fairly extensive 
medical care but not neces¬ 
sarily full-scale hospital treat¬ 
ment. 

To date, the maximum 
number of beds occupied at 
one time has been five. Peter¬ 
sen has registered nurses, 
practical nurses and back-up 
staff on call to provide 24- 
hour care, when necessary 

Faculty members, UVic 
staff, and workmen engaged 
in campus projects have also 
been treated in emergencies at 
the health centre. The general

Ostler disregarded the pro¬ 
bation officer's recommen¬ 
dation of a probationary term 
and sentenced the Colwood 
man, Gerald Duncan Whyte of 
1249 Parkdale. to s total ot 
one year in jail. 

Whyte pleaded guilty M:«rrh 
16 to a two-count Victoria 
charge of stealing a 1969 Lin¬ 
coln Continental Mark II last 
Dec. 19 from Garden City 
Auto Sales, 950 Yates, and a 
1969 Rover sedan Dec. 23 
from Will* Motors, 3240 Doug¬ 
las. 

Then on March 23, Whyte 
pleaded guilty to a four-count 
Victoria charge of stealing a 


1969 Dodge Dart about Jan. 3, 
1970, from National Motors, 
819 Yates; a 1968 Volkswagen 
1500 about Jan. 20, 1970, from 
Throe Point Motors, 2620 Gov¬ 
ernment*. a 1968 Buick station 
wagon about Feb. 19. 1971, 
from Empress Pontiac Buick, 
2867 Douglas, and a 1971 Ford 
"amper-pickup about July 24, 
hYTt, from Pollen Ford Sales, 
1069 Yates. 

RCMP and Victoria detec¬ 
tives testified Whyte took all 
six cars out for test drives 
after giving phoney names 
and never returned. They said 
he traded the last four cars at 
used car lots in Nanaimo and 
then sold the trades In Vic¬ 
toria. 

Of the first two cars, they 


said, Whyte was trying to sell 
the Rover to a Victoria man 
when police caught up to him 
and the Lincoln was found in 
a garage beside his residence. 

In most or all of the cases, 
the detectives said. Whyte 
•hanged the numbers on the 
cars registration slips but not 
on the cars themselves. All 
but one of the cars have been 
recovered. 

Wednesday, prosecutor 
John MacIntyre opposed the 
recommendation of the proba- 
ti*P officer’s pre-sentence re¬ 
port. saying Whyte had "per¬ 
suaded a younger man ... he 


wasn't running a steal-sell car 
business but was doing this to 
spite car dealers." 

He called Whyte’s opera¬ 
tions a "racket” and Ostler * 
said Whyte may have bad no 
previous record and may de¬ 
serve sympathy for a number 
of personal problems but the 
explanation of spiting the rax 
dealers was “quite absurd 

The judge gave Whyte «»x 
one-year terms for the six 
thefts and ruled they will »»e 
served at the same time, then 
put him on two years’ proba¬ 
tion to start when tiie year is 
done.

Gift Horses May Hide Big Tax Bite 


VANCOUVER (OP) - The 
B.C. branch of the Canadian 
Bar Association Wednesday 
issued a warning to B.C. citi¬ 
zens to use extreme care in 
making gifts or charitable do¬ 
nations. 

The chairman of the 
branch’s taxation committee, 
John G. Smith of Vancouver, 
said: 


“The new Gift Tax Act in¬ 
troduced by the minister of fi¬ 
nance and passed by the Le¬ 
gislature Monday gives the 
provincial government the 
power to tax charity. 

“Gifts to any charity, no 
matter how worthy, no matter 
how local, can be subjected to 
a tax of 15 to 50 per cent. So 
can gifts between members of 


the same family, although 
there la an exemption of 
$2,000 for gifts to individuals 
and $10,000 a year for gifts be¬ 
tween husbands and wives.” 

Smith said the public must 
be w arned that this tax can 
seriously endanger the plans 
of all charitable organIza- 




also deters individuals 


wishing to make charitable 
donations of any size. 

“National and international 
charities, educational trusts 
— in fact any trust, building 
funds for charitable or educa¬ 
tional purposes — gifts to all 
of these will be taxable.” 

Smith said the requirement 
that every gift must be the 
subject of a report to the gov¬ 


ernment is impracticable with 
respect to small family and 
charitable gifts. 

"Yet a $10-a-day fine for not 
reporting has been es¬ 
tablished and can be assessed 
by the provincial minister of 
finance. There are no excep¬ 
tions and no minimum* that 
are exempt from reporting,” 
he said. 


“That is a law that is wide 
open to the abuse of harass¬ 
ment and accordingly is bad 
law.” 

The branch urged the gov¬ 
ernment to delay proclama¬ 
tion of the Gift Tax Act until 
such time as clarifying regu¬ 
lations have been announced 
to the public.

He said it has always 
been obvious that civilization 
and fish don't get on together. 

Fielding said such things as 
logging. |K>llutlon. irrigation 
in farming, fertilizers and in¬ 
secticides, all degrade water 
and spoil spawning grounds 
and industry destroys es¬ 
tuaries which the fish need. 
Urbanization destroys trees 
and turns many streams into 
sewers, he said. 

A fish hatchery was built in 
New Westminster in 1894 and 
it became obvious that a 
greater survival of the young 
fry- could be achieved by this 
method than from the natural 
spawning grounds. Some 
larger hatcheries were built 
on the Fraser and Skeena 
rivers but by 1925 it became 
apparent that the salmon 
stock was still decreasing. 

A three year study carried 
out at Cultus Lake proved 
that the system was not doing 
what it had been designed for 
and the program was eventu¬ 
al 11 y abandoned. Studies 
showed that the artificially 
spawned salmon were weaker 
and smaller than natural fry 
and a higher death rate was 
recorded. 

Between 1925 and 1950 the 
emphasis was placed on Im¬ 
proving access to natural 


spawning grounds. Several 
important fishways were built 
including one at Hell’s Gate in 
the Fraser Canyon. The latter 
waa considered very efficient 
over a wide area of water 
levels. 

Prior to 1913 the speaker 
said, the Fraser River pro¬ 
duced 9 million sockeye an¬ 
nually but after that date to 
1949 the average catch 
dropped to 24 million annual¬ 
ly. The Hell’s Gate ladder 
waa built in 1945 and an im¬ 
mediate increase In sockeye 
yield was apparent.

Butler-Lafarge Strike Spreads 

Chabot Blamed 
For ‘Roadblock’

A Victoria union official warned Wednesday that 
provincial Labor Minister James Chabot has “crea¬ 
ted a real roadblock” to crucial negotiations in the 
B.C. construction industry. The warning came as a 
strike which began Monday at Butler-Lafarge in Vic¬ 
toria and spread to Nanaimo Tuesday, hit the com¬ 
pany’s Duncan operation. 


“The building trades are 
apprehensive about the report 
coming out of the minister's 
office today,” said John Schib- 
11. secretary of the Vancouver 
Island Building Trades Coun¬ 
cil. 

Chabot sent a telegram dur¬ 
ing the day to the B.C and 
Yukon Building Trades Coun¬ 
cil and the BjC. Federation of 
Labor, which he said was sim¬ 
ply clarificaDon of an agree¬ 
ment he reached last Friday 
with the two major labor 
bodies. 

At that time. Chabot agreed 
to let the feared Bill 88 die on 
the order paper in return for 
the personal undertaking of 
labor to conduct an extensive 
study of interunion problems. 

The bill was aimed at put¬ 
ting an end to restrictive con¬ 
tract clauses — chiefly those 
that kept some unions off con¬ 
struction sites. 

‘Unexpected* 

Schibli was particularly 
concerned with a portion of 
Chabot’s telegram which 
read: “During this period 
(1972) I will expect relaxation 
of the restrictive clauses that 
interfere with the rights of 
other trade unionists.” 

“Union leaders were not led 
to understand last Friday that 
Chabot intended Diem to ‘de¬ 
lete’ clauses in existing con¬ 
tracts,” Schibli said. 

“If our study shows there 
are restrictive clauses to be 
removed from contracts then 
that should be done upon com¬ 
pletion of the study and not 
now,” Schibli said. 

Current contracts for B.C.’s 
16 major construction unions 
expire Friday and no head¬ 
way has been made in negoti¬ 
ations. Mediation officers 
have been called upon to deal 
with a number of the contract 
disputes. 

Decision Soon 

Two years ago, a lockout- 
strike situation brought major 
construction to a standstill 
across the province for three 
months. 

Chabot said Wednesday he 
will probably decide within 
the next few days if certain 
contract clauses sought by 
striking Teamsters in Victoria 
and Nanaimo constitute a 
breach of his agreement with 
labor. 

He said he had read a letter 
from Victoria lawyer Edwin 
Pearlman which claims some 
clauses sought by the 
teamsters In the Butler- 
Lafarge Limited strike con¬ 
sidered by the company to be 
a breach of faith in view of 
the agreement. Pearlman is 
acti n g as negotiator for 
Butler-Lafarge. 

‘But I have to study the 
clauses to determine whether 
they are offensive in terms of 
the agreement we have with 
labor,” Chabot said. 

He said this would take a 
day or two. 

Schibli accuses Pearlman of 


interference in the Teamsters 
dispute. 

“Pearlman Is wfafcrly ex¬ 
ploiting the situation created 
by BUI 88.” he said. 

He said the union was 
simply trying to get protec¬ 
tion against non-union labor, 
the type at protection it ha* 
never had in contract form 
with Butler-Lalarge in the 
past. 

Wages Out 

Wages are not an Issue in 
the strike which began Mon¬ 
day at the Bay Street opera¬ 
tion of Butler-Lafarge and 
spread Tuesday to Nanaimo. 
On Wednesday the Team¬ 
sters, members of Local 213, 
picketed the company’s Dun¬ 
can gravel pit operation and a 
dozen members of the Canadi¬ 
an Brotherhood of Railway 
Transport and General 
Workers refused to pass 
through the lines. 

Ironically, the CBRT and 
GW has been one of the stron- 
g e s t opponents of the 
Teamsters and a union that 
Chabot said sought such legis¬ 
lation as BUI 88. 

The union has complained 
for a long time that its 
members lose out on job# be¬ 
cause of building trades coun¬ 
cil agreements which permit 
only Teamsters to handle de¬ 
livery to construction aitgs. 

The Teamsters are em¬ 
ployed at Butler-Lafarge 
operations in Victoria and 
Nanaimo, while workers at 
Duncan belong to the CBRT 
and GW. 

Security Aim 

The Teamsters say the 
clauses in question are aimed 
at job security and are main¬ 
ly concerned with protecting 
members from job loss to 
non-union labor. 

They demand in one clause 
that any equipment put into 
use by the company must be 
handled by Teamsters. 

The company’s manager of 
the Duncan pitot, Ken Pas- 
kin, said contract negotiations 
between his company Victoria

Tougher gun laws for B.C. 
were requested in the Legisla¬ 
ture Wednesday by Garde 
Gardom (L—Point Grey). 

He said, during the debate 
on Recreation Minister Ken¬ 
neth Kieman’s estimates, that 
all firearms in the province 
should be registered and sales 
should be made illegal to any¬ 
one under 18 as In the U.S. 

He added: "I feel strongly 
that we haven’t gone as far in 
this direction as we should in 
B.C. All firearms must be 
properly registered and all 
dealers licensed.’’ 

Kieman replied anyone car¬ 
rying a firearm in B.C. must 
either have a hunting licence 
or a gun permit. He said U.S. 
laws contain no equivalent to 
the Criminal Code provision 
which forbids “haphazard 
owning and carrying” of si- 
dearms. 

The minister added the 
courts in B.C. can impound 
weapons or order owners of 
firearms to take a course in 
their safe handling. But he 
said there is no evidence to 
indicate registration of 
firearms, for instance, re¬ 
duces the number of armed 
robberies. 

Leo Nimsick (NDP—Koo¬ 
tenay) said he would object if 
the new provincial regulation 


requiring all new applicants 
for hunting licences in B.C. 
and in particular those be¬ 
tween 14 and 18 to take a full 
provincial safety course. 

The NDP member said the 
full course requires atten¬ 
dance at classes and should be 


cut down to the equivalent of 
written tests before obtaining 
a driver’s licence. 

Kieman replied the compul¬ 
sory course will be “much 
shorter” than the full length 
one wtiioh, he added, many 
schools in the province intend 


to make part of their regular 
curriculum. But the short 
course will require both writ¬ 
ten and oral tests as well ,a« 
attendance at “at least” a 
couple of classes to demon¬ 
strate safe handling of 
firearms.

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Car Population Heading for Crisis—Pollen

The Capital Region Board 
offered Wednesday to buy the 
Greater Victoria o|*rations of 
B.C. Hydro’s transit^ system 
for 11. prodded the provincial 
government pays a 5300,000 
operating grant for the first 
year, and contributes 50 per 
cent of its gasoline tax reve¬ 
nues generated within the 
Capital Region. 

Meanwhile, the provincial 
government has worked out 
another scheme designed to 
accommodate takeover at 


B.C. Hydro’s Vancouver 
operations by the Greater 
Vancouver Regional Board. 

There has been no mention 
of a similar offer to the Capi¬ 
tal Region by the province. 

A resolution containing the 
Capital Region’s offer to the 
government was approved at 
Wednesday’s regular meeting 
of the regional board. 


Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen 
told the boat'd that regional 
takeover of the transit system 
was urgent Vancouver had 
already reached a crisis as a 
result of the alarming in¬ 
crease in “automobile popula¬ 
tion.” 

Greater Victoria would soon 
head for a similar crisis. Ten 
years ago, there had l*en 


48.000 cars in Greater Vic¬ 
toria; now there were close to 
100.000. he said. 

”1 can’t think of a more R|*- 
propriate way to spend the 
gasoline tax than by support¬ 
ing a public transit system.’’ 
Pollen said. 

Region board chairman 
Hugh Curtis said the offer 
was “a milestone decision be¬ 


cause previously, local gov¬ 
ernment turned its back’ on 
such problems. 

He said people have been 
marooned in Bieir homes be¬ 
cause B.C. Hydro hadn’t lived 
up to its obligations. 

Saanich Aid. Edith Gunning 
told the board the resolution 
was a substantial beginning. 
Premier Bennett's previous 


proposal to share deficits of 
the transit system, she said, 
was completely unrealistic. 

Pollen. a car dealer, 
stressed that the greater part 
of municipalities’ capital bud¬ 
gets are designed to accom¬ 
modate the automobile — 
’the least efficient transpara- 
tion system. ” 

The resolution, he said, was 


not asking for the impossible. 
As the transit system was 
being Improved, the number of 
cars would decrease. This 
would also lower the Capital 
Region’s share of the gasoline 
tax, but at the same time, 
revenues • from passengers 
would increase. 

‘‘It’s a self-regulatory 
scheme,” Pollen added. 


He said it was impossible to 
get exact figures on how 
much revenue was being gen¬ 
erated °-by the gasoline tax, 
but he Offered a guess of “at 
least 52 million” a year.’ 

The board was told earlier 
that an identical resolution 
would be dealt with at Wed¬ 
nesday’s meeting of the Grea¬ 
ter Vancouver Regional Board, 
bat no action was taken. 

The resolution was received 
as information by the main¬ 
land board.

Archbishop 
Sexton 
Dies at 83 


Hartdd Sexton . 1888-1972 


Most Rev. Harold Sexton, retired Anglican 
Archbishop of British Columbia, collapsed 
and died Wednesday at his home, 3905 Scol- 
ton -Road, in Cad boro Bay. 

His health had not lieen good recently, but 
his death came as a shock to his hunt of 
friends 

Jusfrlast month a rare trihute — a stained 
glass windows including his portrait - was 
dedicated by Bishop Roy Gartrell in Christ 
Church Cathedral. 

Victoria will he Just a little bit duller 
without the archbishop s wit and warmth. 

He waa never afraid to face a controver¬ 
sial issue. He was unhappy about the Viet¬ 
nam war and said so. Before they were 
changed, he said Canada had the wont di¬ 
vorce laws In the world. 

He Hired a drink and once suggested ft 
would be a good Idea to open bars on Sunda>. 

In an Interview just five years agn, he 
said he felt he was “largely responsible for 
getting our antiquated liquor laws changed. 
Liquor is the same as anything else — if you 
abuse it. you get in trouble ” 

Throughout his long years in this province 
Harold Sexton was in the forefront of all dev¬ 
elopments. work, and discussion involving 
tiie Anglican church and its members. 

One of the early proponents of church 
ecumenism, he worked especially hard for 
establishment of a closer relationship be¬ 
tween the Anglican and Roman Catholic 
churches,. 

For a time he worked with Bishop Reml

‘‘National and international 
charities, educational trusts 
— in fact any trust, building 
funds for charitable or educa¬ 
tional purposes — gifts to all 
of these will be taxable.”

Protesting fishermen carry phalanx of placards to Legislature 

Hear Us, Fishermen Plead

The United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers’ Union has de¬ 
manded tiiat the B.C. govern¬ 
ment abandon its plans to end 
its current session of the l.e- 
gislature until the union’s 
pressing needs are solved. 

It has threatened to “fill 
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Victoria Harbor with boats 
and men” if action isn’t taken 
in connection with its drive 
for universal coverage by 
Workmen’s Compensation and 
certification rights as a union. 

This was the proposition a 
delegation from tlie union left 
with provincial Labor Min¬ 
ister James Chabot Wednes¬ 
day following a day of picket¬ 
ing and lobbying at th^ legis¬ 
lative buildings. 

The third session of the 29th 
legislature is exiiected to end 
today and there appeared lit¬ 
tle likelihood that pressure 
from one union could affect 
this. 

Homer Stevens, UFAWU 
president, and other officers 
were still trying Wednesday 
night to arrange a meeting 
with Premier Bennett. They 
had been unable to reach him 
directly during the day. 

‘The house should not ad¬ 
journ while there are un¬ 
settled matters foi- tlie people 
of this province,” Stevens 
said after the 35-minute meet¬ 
ing his delegation had with 
Chabot. 

Chabot had said during the 
morning lie wouldn’t meet 
with the union until the April 
17 date he had set. but said 
later he changed his mind be¬ 
cause of a personal appeal 
from Stevens. 

Some 90 unionists and a few 
wives and children picketed in 
front of the buildings carrying 
signs that read: “Will the real 
Mr. Chabot please stand up” 

. “No more uncompensated 
widows and orphans” «, • 


“Admit fishermen to the 20th 
Century.’’ 

Members of some other 
unions, notably the Canadian 
Brotherhood of Railway 
Transport and General 
Workers, also carried signs. 

The demonstration had 
called for 150 unionists and a 
flotilla of go fishing boats in 
Inner Harbor. 

Only a lout six boats showed 
up. circling the harbor after 
their arrival. 

Stevens said there would 
have been more, but many 
boats have not been put in the 
water yet for the fishing sea¬ 
son. 

This also concerned hrs ref¬ 
erence to filling the harbor 
with boats and men. 

Another demonstration dur¬ 
ing the fishing season could 
achieve this end. 

The union rented New- 
combe Auditorium Where it 


prepared the fishermen for 
the day's program. 

An initial attempt to see 
Chabot failed. Stevens sent a 
note in to the minister re¬ 
questing a meeting some time 
during the day on Chabot’s 
terms. Chabot agreed to meet 
a small delegation late in the 
afternoon. 

In the meantime, the union¬ 
ists conducted a sometimes 
lively lobby in the legislative 
buildings. They said they got a 
mixed reaction from various 
MLAs and cubinet ministers.. 

Stevens said the union had 
met with Chalxjt in February 
but had been unable to get 
him to agree to another meet¬ 
ing prior to the end of the 
Legislature session.

“The new Gift Tax .Act in¬ 
troduced by the minister of fi¬ 
nance and passed by the Le¬ 
gislature Monday gives the 
provincial government the 
power to tax charity. 

“Gifts to any charity-, no 
matter how worthy, no matter 
how local, can be subjected to 
a tax of 15 to 50 per cent. So 
can gifts between members of 


the same family, although 
there is an exemption of 
52.000 for gifts to individuals 
and 510.000 a year for gifts be¬ 
tween husbands and wives.” 

Smith said the public must 
be warned that this tax can 
seriously endanger the plans 
of all charitable organiza¬ 
tions. 

“U also deters individuals 
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
